about $2,000 (or the family before the 
flea market. Mrs. Raymond Klulack 
said Saturday's $2,200 would be the 
last the residents would be able to 
raise before the Lark family moved 
to Canada.

GUI and Arlington Heights' flood- 


c o n t r o l engineers, Stanley Con- 
sultants, compromised on a plan to use 
the golf course for stormwater flood 
control. 


During heavy rains, water will over- 


flow from the six-foot-deep lakes on 
the course'and flood the fairways. At 
most times, however, the course will 
be dry. Tecs and greens will be ele- 
vated so they will not be flooded. 


An exceptionally heavy rain in 1072 


caused flooding of 93 homes in Surrey 
Ridge West, a subdivision official said 
Monday night. Homeowners v/crc paid 
a total of $310,000 compensation for 
flood losses by the U.S. Small Busi- 
ness Administration. 


USING THE preliminary plan pre- 


sented Monday night, Stanley Con- 
sultants will draw detailed construc- 
tion drawings and prepare cost esti- 
mates for grading the 52 acres. If 
those plans arc approved and financ- 
ing agreed to, grading work would 
start next spring. 


Once the course Is constructed, it 


still takes two growing seasons to es- 
tablish the greens and fairways, GUI 
said. 


Officials spent time discussing the 


possibility of fencing the golf course 
or some of the ponds, but they gener- 
ally agreed that fences would not be 
necessary or desirable.

Traffic light device 
lo aid in crises 


Arlington Heights is planning to ex- 


tend its network of special traffic 
light controls for emergency vehicles 
by adding Golf and Arlington Heights 
roads to the list of controlled inter- 
sections. 


The control, called Opticon, re- 


sponds to a bright strobe light on ap- 
proaching police cars, ambulances 
and (Ire trucks. 


As the emergency vehicle nonrs the 


intersection, traffic lights in all other 
directions automatically turn red. The 
system is intended to make passage 
through the intersection safer and fas- 
ter for emergency cars. 


The controls have been added at 


major intersections throughout the 
village, particularly along routes to 
Northwest Community Hospital such 
as Arlington Heights and Central 
roads. 


In 1972, when Arlington Heights 


started the program, it was only the 
r.econd municipality in Illinois to use 
the Opticon controls. 


said the board does not plan on "re 
taliatory action" if the referendum is 
not approved. The board is asking for 
a 25 cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation education tax rate increase. 


Mrs. Zanca referred to the 1971 ref- 


erendum defeat when the district 
closed schools to after-school activi- 
ties such as park district and other 
community affairs. She said such ac- 
tions will not result if the referendum 
fails and that the current education 
programs will be maintained. 


The district is asking for the tax 


rate increase to raise its tax level to 
the $1.95 level required by the state to 
receive maximum state aid. The in- 
crease will raise the district above the 
$1.95 level but will be within the limit 
set by the state. 
. MRS. ZANCA SAID the district is 
going for a 25-cent increase to keep 
the education programs at their cur- 
rent level and to begin "erasing the 
debts" in the district. 


"We're not threatening the people. 


We're not saying if they don't pass it 
(the referendum) the programs will 
be cut," said Supt. Roger Bardwell. 
"I recommend that we do at least 
maintain the education standards. 
There are all kinds of ways you can 
raise taxes without a referendum." 


"We've solved this year's problems 


witi the teachers' orders," Bardwell 
sail. The district is paying teachers 
with $1.5 million worth of teachers' 
orders, a type of promissory note, 
through November. The orders will be 


paid back through the sale of bonds 
which will result in a tax rate in- 
crease to residents in the bond and 
interest fund. 


MRS. 
ZANCA said the district 


might consider closing some schools 
in the future because of declining en- 
rollment. Two schools which might be 
closed, she said, are Grant Wood and 
Hopkins schools, both in Elk Grove 
Village. She said Grant Wood also 
might be made into a sixth grade an- 
nex to Grove Junior High School to 
help that school's overcrowding prob- 
lem. 


Other methods to cope with the dis- 


trict's rising expenses include using 
second-year tax anticipation warrants 
or dissolving the working cash fund, 
said Bardwell. All three options he 
said are not economical because the 
district would have to pay interest on 
the borrowed funds. 


The board cut about $480,000 from 


this year's tentative budget. The 
adopted $15.5 million budget reflects a 
2.2 per cent increase over last year's 
budget. The district expects a $1.7 
million deficit in tha education and 
building funds this year, with deficit 
spending continuing next year if the 
referendum fails.

Women to iron while strike is hot?

The National Organization for Wom- 


en apparently will have a hard time 
convincing Northwest suburban wom- 
en to go on strike Oct. 29.* 


Reactions Monday to NOW's call for 


a general strike of all women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on the part of on Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to a comment from a fem- 
inist that the strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has called for women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of the strike to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of women In the nation. The 
strike Is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Here Any More." 
Some feminists have said the film 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 


SPECIFICALY, NOW Is calling on 


working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or transportation. 
Women who cannot leave work are 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some women who ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know if I will be 
on strike," she said. "My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business." 


Sharon Sharp, Elk Grove Township 


Republican commlttcewoman, said she 
opposes the strike. "I don't believe in 
striking," she said. "I don't think 
teachers or policemen or firemen 
should strike, and I think women are 
pretty much the same." 


OTHERS WERE even stronger in 


their opposition to a strike. Irene 
Kricgar, an officer on the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept., said she would 
"absolutely not" take part. She said, 
"I don't sympathize with them (NOW) 
and I don't like what they're dcing." 


Julie Sass uf Elk Grove Village, a 


delegate to the Democratic Party's 
Kansas City mid-term convention and 
as a delegate to the National Women's 
Political Caucus, said, "I understand 
and sympathize with the idea behind 
the strike, because I think we need 
good visual lessons about our impor- 
tance, but it seems to me then; are 
women for whom this is a real im- 
possibility." 


Ms. Sass, who works for the North- 


west Suburban Housing Coalition, 
said, "I would wear an armband In 
support and urge everyone I know to 
wear one, but a strike is a luxury 
many of us cannot afford.'* 


State Rep. Virginia Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, said she was par- 
ticularly concerned about NOW's call

A federal judge sold Monday he will order Playboy Enterprises 


to tell Its employes they need not fear retaliation If they file dis- 
crimination charges against the firm. U. S. District Court Judge 
Thomas R. McMillcn told attorneys to write up the order end he 
will sign It Wednesday. McMillcn made the announcement after two 
days of hearings In the caso of Anthony Jackson, Playboy's former 
employment director who was fired July 29. Jackson filed suit 
through tho Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, charging 
he was fired because he helped the EEOC Investigate Playboy's 
hiring and promotion practices. Ho Is seeking reinstatement and 
back pay.

MSD county taxes 
may climb by 20% 


Countywide taxes for the Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District will increase 20 
per cent, to 46.6 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, if a proposed $354 
million budget Is approved by the 
Sanitary District board. 


The budget, released late Monday in 


Chicago, Includes nearly $153 million 
for construction of the MSD's deep 
tunnel and reservoir system. 


Nearly $93 million for construction 


of the controversial O'Hare Treat- 
ment Plant near Des Plalncs was 
budgeted this year and bidding for the 
project is expected in October, a sani- 
tary district spokesman said. 


Officials said the budget Increase 


was caused by a jump in the per- 
centage that the district must provide 
for bonds to obtain federal project 
grants. Last year, the district includ- 
ed funds which provided 20 per cent of 
anticipated federal grants. The pro- 
posed budget includes 40 per cent 
bonding money.

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Embassy guerrillas head for Algiers 


RIOT POLICE In Madrid aiiemble in front of en- 
trance to Egyptian Embassy where Palestinian com- 
mandos, occupying the embassy, threatened to kill 


ambassador Mahmoud Abdel Ghaffar and two eth- 
er diplomats. Late Monday night the guerrillas flew 
to Algiers. 


MADRID (UPI) — Palestinian 


guerrillas seized the Egyptian Embas- 
sy Monday and threatened to kill the 
ambassador and two aides unless Eg- 
ypt withdrew from peace talks with 
Israel. After a 16-hour siege, the 
Arabs flew to Algiers where they 
promised to free their hostages. 


The news agency Europa Press said 


there were 13 persons on the plane, 
including four Arab guerrillas, five 
hostages and four others who were 
not identified. It took off from Ba- 
rajas International Airport at 3:51 
a.m. (8:51 p.m. CDT) Monday. 


The Palestinians agreed to leave, 


the embassy after talks with Arab 
ambassadors who persuaded them to 
fly to Algiers, release their hostages 
and surrender to police. 


Police stood well back as the com- 


mandos and their hostages left the 
embassy and piled into a bus that 
whisked them to the airport. 


En route to the airport, the com- 


mandos threw themselves on the floor 
of the bus, covering their heads with 
what appeared to be nylon netting. 
The hostages sat up straight. 


One of the commandos carried a 


case with a wire leading to what look- 
ed like a remote control switch, wit- 
nesses said. They said other com- 
mandos carried guns and one had a 
grenade. 


The commandos seized the embassy 


Monday morning and took Ambassa- 
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dor Mahmoud Abdel Ghaffar and two 
of his aides hostage. The ambassadors 
of Algeria, Kuwait, Jordan and Iraq 
n e g o t i a t e d with the Palestinians 
through bullhorns and with notes 
slipped under the barricaded door of 
the embassy. 


The commandos had threatened to 


kill their hostages unless the Egyptian 
delegation withdrew from peace talks 
with Israel in Geneva on an interim 
agreement in the Sinai. 


Although the commandos them- 


selves put their number all day at 
five, police later said there were only 
four. 


The news agency Europa Press lat- 


er said the four unidentified persons 
on the plane were crew members. 


An estimated 300 riot police kept a 


crowd of several thousand back from 
the embassy building on Velasquez St. 


The Arab ambassadors, including 


Ghaffar, signed a statement denounc- 
ing the interim Sinai agreement be- 
tween Egypt and the "so-called state 
of Israel." The statement said the 
agreement was "directed against Pa- 
lestinian people, its objectives and fu- 
ture aspirations." 


The Geneva talks between Israel 


and Egypt were to prepare for a final 
signing the agreement engineered by 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
and Initialed by the two countries 
Sept. 4. 


In Cairo, earlier, President Anwar 


Sadat made a speech announcing his 
approval of sending a plane to Madrid 
to fly out the guerrillas. 


In an emotional, two-hour speech 


before Egypt's political leadership, Sa- 
dat said the guerrillas demanded an 
Algerian plane to fly them to safety 
but that Algeria requested Egypt's ap- 
proval before meeting the demand. 


"Of course, I gave them my approv- 


al immediately," Sadat said. ' 


The speech was addressed as much 


to Syria and the Palestinians as to his 
audience, the Arab Socialist Union. 


"AH those who have been criticizing 


Egypt and its policy think that they 
can frighten us but we cannot be de- 
ceived by outbidding and slogans," 
Sadat said. 
"Yasser," said Sadat, referring to 


Palestinian Liberation Organization 
leader Yasser Arafat, "I know y9U 
are listening to me now. We shall try 
to bear again with the Palestinians 
and their hasty reaction. Our position 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict has not 
changed, we always think of their 
Arab interests as well as the interests 
of the Palestinian people," Sadat said. 


In Beirut, the PLO denied It had 


anything to do with the attack and 
condemned what it called Egypt's 
"threatening tone."

GM sains up; others down 


General Motors Corp. Monday reported its early September new 


car gales, Including the higher-priced 1076 models, were the highest 
since 1071. All other automakers reported a drop from the previous 
year. Although the total cars sold by all U.S. automakers was down 
7.3 per cent from a year ago, GM's .2 per cent increase pushed the 
auto Industry to Its fifth best Sept. MO period In history. 


Ford Motor Co. sales were down 21 per cent; Chrysler was off 2.3 


per cent, and American Motors off 14.5 per cent. 


3 Boston school buses stoned 


Three buses, two containing both black and white children, were 


stoned Monday at the start of tho second week of a steppcd-up plan 
lo Integrate Boston's public schools. However, city-wide attendance 
reached a high for the new school term. 


In teacher strikes across the nation, meanwhile, 2 million chil- 


dren remained affected, but there were signs of a break in the New 
York strike. Tho two sides In Now York arc reportedly only hours 
away from agreement. 


In Chicago, bargainers headed back into negotiations amid 


threats by School Superintendent Joseph Hnnnon to seek a back-to- 
work order, and talk of setting up "alternative" schools to keep the 
city's 530,000 idle public school children off the streets. 


FTC hits Safeway Store advertising 


Tho Federal Trade Commission Monday accused Safeway Stores 


Inc., tho nation's largest supermarket chain, of cheating consumers 
by advertising food at sale prices but selling It at regular prices. 
Tho loss to shoppers, one FTC lawyer said, has been "substantial" 
over tho years, although no complete dollar estimate has been 
modo. Tho complaint against Safeway completed a sweep by the 
agency against the country's "big three" food store chains. A&P, 
tho No. 2 chain, and Kroger, No. 3, have been hit with similar 
litigation. 


Natural gas shortage worries experts 


Even If tho coming winter is mild, emergency actions can only 


make a small dent in the anticipated shortages of natural gas, top 
energy officials said Monday. Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
G. Znrb, Federal Power Commission Chairman John N. Nasslkas 
and aides testified at a Senate Commerce Committee hearing on 
natural gas shortages. 


Zarb said with an average winter, the natural gas "shortage" — 


tho amount of gas that customers could use compared with the 
amount available — would be 1.3 trillion cubic feet. That Is nearly 
one-fourth more ccvcro than tho shortage of last winter, he said, 
and "we could have a more serious condition with a more serious 
winter." 


Ford terminates clemency board 


President Ford signed an executive order Monday terminating 


tho Presidential Clemency Board, created a year ago to help Viet- 
nam War resistors clear their records and return to normal lives. 
Ford's executive order assigned the Justice Department to clean up 
unfinished business of tho board, which processed 15,500 appli- 
cations for the President's limited clemency offer. Atty. Gen Ed- 
ward Lcvi will have until March 31 to submit final recommenda- 
tions to the President on applications received.

Pamela, Countess of Onslow, mother of the 
present Earl of Onslow, suffered minor burns on her arms when 
she opened a package containing a hollowed out Walt Disney PI- 
nocchlo book addressed to her homo In Kensington. The second 
bomb exploded In tho Berkeley Square offices of the Canadian 
Alcnn aluminum company. A secretary received minor cuts and 
burns. 


Industrial production jumps 1.3% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Industrial 


production jumped 1.3 per cent in Au- 
gust for tly- highest percentage gain 
since the economic boom preceding 
the 1072 presidential election, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board reported Monday. 


The measurement of the physical 


production of the nation's factories, 
mines and utilities stood at its highest 
level since January, the Fed said. 


The percentage gain was the high- 


est since a 1.4-per cent surge in Octo- 
ber, 1972, when the Federal Reserve 
was expanding the money supply to 
produce a period of prosperity that 
ended in mid-1073. 


The Fed said every measurement of 


output gained from July to August. 
The primary boost, however, came 
from production of home furnishings 
such as appliances, furniture and car- 
pets. 


There were considerable increases 


also in production of raw steel, tex- 
tiles, paper and chemicals. The only 
declines were for Industrial fuel and 
power, which reflected strikes in the 
coal industry. 


The 1.3-per-cent rise in August was 


nearly triple the increases of 0.5 per 
cent in both June and July. Industrial 
production declined for eight straight 
months before the June increase. 


Earlier in the day, the Commerce 


Department reported business and in- 
dustry continued the longest period of 
inventory cuts hi 16 years by trim- 
ming backroom stocks another $569 
million in July. 


Declining inventories are a good 


sign for the nation's 7.8 million unem- 
ployed workers. It means that manu- 
facturers will begin rehiring some 
workers to produce goods to supply an 
improving consumer demand. 


It was the second consecutive 


month of increased retail inventories, 
a signal that consumers are buying 
again. 


In other economic news: 
• Bank of America of San Fran- 


cisco, the nation's largest commercial 
bank, and several other large banks 
raised their minimum interest rate 
for corporate loans to 8 per cent. First 
National City Bank of New York, the 
second largest, began the trend to- 
ward a higher prime rate Friday. 


Chicago banks raising their rate to 


8 per cent Monday Included: First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, Northern 
Trust of Chicago and Continental Illi- 
nois of Chicago. 


• Treasury Secretary William E. 


Simon warned that unless Congress 
and President Ford can agree on a 
national energy policy, the OPEC na- 
tions will hamper the nation's eco- 
nomic recovery. 


'Bushel-for-barrel' talks end 


MOSCOW (UPI) - American and 


Soviet negotiators Monday night con- 
cluded preliminary talks on a long- 
term grain agreement, which could 
involve "bushel-for-barrel" trading of 
surplus American crops for Soviet oil. 


Charles Robinson, U.S. Under-Sec- 


rctary of State for Economic Affairs 
who headed the American delegation, 
will leave for Washington Tuesday to 
report to President Ford, a U.S. 
spokesman said. 


"Tho negotiations still are in a pre- 


liminary stage," the spokesman said. 
He added that the talks could be char- 
acterized as "satisfactory thus far." 


Antther U.S.-official said no further 


meeting would be held unless the So- 
viets ask for one. 


The chief negotiator for the Soviet 


side was Foreign Trade Minister Ni- 
kolai S. Patollchcv. 


President Ford sent Robinson to 


Moscow to seek an arrangement un- 
der which the Soviet Union would buy 
specified amounts of grain from the 
United States on an annual basis. 


Ford said Friday the deal could 


cover up to five years and might in- 
volve an exchange of surplus Ameri- 
can grain for Soviet oil. 


The talks were prompted by fears 


that sudden large purchases of Ameri- 
can grain could boost food prices In 
the United States. Some Western ex- 
perts believe a regularized buying 
pattern by the Soviets would stabilize 
the International grain market and 
help keep prices down. 


Robinson's visit was the result of a 


debate over Soviet purchases this 
year of 10 million tons of U.S. grain to 


supplement Russia's drought-hit har- 
vest. 


Earlier in the day in Washington, 


the head of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation pleaded unsuccessful- 
ly with President Ford to end a one- 
month ban on U.S. grain sales to Rus- 
sia and warned that fanners oppose 
any long-term sales agreement nego- 
tiated between the two governments. 


Federation President William J. 


Kuhfuss said Ford refused to lift the 
30-day moratorium that the adminis- 
tration imposed on grain sales to Rus- 
sia while representatives of both gov- 
ernments met in Moscow to negotiate 
a long-term purchasing agreement. 


But, he said, the President reaf- 


firmed his commitment to a market 
economy and assured him that more 
American grain will be sold to the So- 
viet Union this year. 


SWAT kills armed, wounded hijacker 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (UPI) - An 


armed and wounded hijacker trying to 
escape from a Continental Airlines 727 
jet with a gun held at the head of a 
hostage was picked off and shot to 
death Monday by a police sharp- 
shooter. 


The single shot shortly after mid- 


night ended a four-hour rampage by 
Fred Salomon, 24, San Jose, m which 
he stabbed a woman he tried to rape 
in her home, and wounded one of four 
hostages he took in his hijack at- 
tempt, police said. 


Salomon was wounded when he 


went to the cockpit window of the 
plane and a member of the police Spe- 
cial Weapons and Tactical Team 
known as SWAT opened fire. 


Police said the rampage 
began 


when Salomon entered the home of 
Eileen Rosas, 28, mother of three, and 
stabbed her in the heart. He then kid- 
naped four hostages in a cross-city 
spree, stole three vehicles, threatened 
several other persons en route to his 
hijacking attempt and wounded a doc- 
tor captive who tried to escape. 


The SWAT sharpshooter picked off 


Salomon as he stood on the ladder 
with a .38 caliber revolver at the head 
of airline mechanic Alden Lindekugle, 
40. 


"He had agreed to come out of the 


plane himself without his weapon and 
with his hands up," said police Lt. 
Gary Leonard. But Salomon used the 
mechanic as a shield, Leonard said. 


"One of our officers, about 50 feet 


away, shouted three times, 'Drop your 
weapon,1" Leonard said. He began to 
point the gun at the officer when the 
SWAT sharpshooter cut him down.

The first elec- 
tion ended in a virtual tie between 
Wyman and Durkin.

It since he was threatened with a 
loaded pistol in Sacramento two 
weeks ago. He will stump up and 
down Ronald Reagan territory for 
three days. Security is expected to be 
very tight.

After a quick chat with a 
photographer, Presley shot onto the 
street in his funmoblle, followed by a 
girlfriend, Linda Thompson and some 
other friends.

Pact deserves approval 


The Israeli-Egyptian 
agree- 


ment worked out by Sec. of State 
Henry Kissinger represents a 
foot in the door for Mideast 
peace. 


As such it deserve:; approval 


by Congress 
after 
intensive 


scrutiny and full debate on the 
implications of the expanded 
role now being taken by the 
United States. 


The pact is viewed with under- 


standable skepticism on Capitol 
Hill because it commits the U.S. 
to provide 200 civilian observers 
in the Sinai and to increase sub- 
stantially tho aid we already 
glvo both nations. 


More importantly, it makes 


tho U.S. a formal party to the 
A r a b - I s r a e l i conflict. Our 
Mideast role, though extensive, 
has so far been informal. This 
agreement would put us in the 
middle of an explosive situation. 


Somo 
congressional 
skepti- 


cism may also be attributable to 
the fact that U.S. diplomacy has 
been marked in recent years by 
secret commitments and official 
dissembling. 


Recognizing those factors, we 


believe nonetheless that Kissin- 
ger's achievement in engineer- 
ing the pact is too significant to 
be wasted by reluctance to ex- 
pand our role in the Mideast. 


As the world lias seen in the 


last generation, Arab-Israeli re- 
lations quickly degenerate into 
war in the absence of diplomatic 
progress. 


Tho Israeli 
pullback 
from 


parts of the Sinai called for in 
this agreement represents the 
kind of progress toward long- 
term peace that will help stave 
off 
the 
recurring 
threat of 


armed conflict. 


This is not another Vietnam, 


whero the U.S. deluded itself 


into taking an active military 
role that was not justified. Con- 
gress should make sure that our 
Mideast commitment is strictly 
defined so that we do not repeat 
that mistake. 


But because of the dangers to 


world peace posed by an erupt- 
ing Mideast, the cost of this lim- 
ited U.S. involvement in peace 
efforts seems worth the poten- 
tial return. 


If this agreement is success- 


ful, it will open the way for nego- 
tiations on other Mideast issues, 
chief among them the plight of 
the Palestinian refugees. 


As botii sides see that favor- 


able results can be gained from 
diplomacy, the danger of war 
will bo reduced. 


A positive response by Con- 


gress is now needed to complete 
t h e 
significant 
diplomatic 


achievement represented by this 
agreement. 


President's risktaking unnecessary 


The chilling incident in Sacra- 


mento abruptly resurrected the 
specter of a presidential assassi- 
nation. 


Now it wou!d seem that there 


is to bo a continuing reminder in 
tins fact of a President who dons 
an armored vest when he ven- 
tures into public. 


In light of the events since 


that dread day in Dallas and the 
nearly successful attempt on 
President Ford's life, the bullet- 
proof vest must be acknow- 
ledged as a prudent measure. 


But the very prudence in seek- 


ing to give the President more 
protection underscores the folly 
of allowing him to go where such 
a safegurd might be of value. 


President Ford, like all politi- 


cians, appears to receive a gen- 
uine lift from mingling with 
crowds; and shaking the hand of 
the President is to many Ameri- 
cans a moment of genuine pride. 


Neitlier justifies risking the 


President's life. 


It has never been seriously ar- 


gued that the President can be 
adequately protected in a crowd. 
Only because Lynn Fromme did 
not know how to operate a 


htindgun is Gerald Ford alive to- 
day. 


How many tragedies and near 


tragedies must be allowed be- 
fore that fact is recognized? 


In these days of television 


communications, it simply is no 
longer necessary — either for 
public or political benefits — for 
the President to expose himself 
to unrestricted crowds. 


It should be considered a duty 


of his office to take what reason- 
able precautions he can to pre- 
serve his own life. It was proved 
in Sacramento that he cannot do 
that by mingling in crowds.

Color photos 'better than 
lineup9 for criminal I. D.s 


by ROBEKT MUSEL 


LONDON (UPI) - Victims and wit- 


nesses to a crime often find the police 
identification lineup disturbing and 
embarrassing and the chances they 
will pick out the wrong person are as 
high as 50 per cent, according to two 
British psychologists. 


After a study of the procedure in 


which the suspect is lined up with a 
number of roughly similar physical 
types, Helen Dent and Fiona Gray be- 
lieve it would be better for both sides 
If color photographs were used in- 
stead. 


In an article in New Behavior, they 


told of an experiment that led to their 
research. A slow motion "crime" was 
staged for a selected audience which 
had a good view of tho criminal. Soon 
afterward members of the audience 
were asked to pick the "criminal" 
from an identification parade. 


, "ONLY HALF OF them did so cor- 
rectly," they said. "Under such opti- 
mum conditions, this performance is 
rather appalling and illustrates the 
great difficulty of the task that an 
eyewitness to a crime may have to 
perform." 


They said this was in line witli mod- 


ern psychological theory that per- 
ception and memory are active and 
constructive rather than simple copy- 
ing devices. 


"Different observers," they said, 


"give different reports of the same 
event because each sees the situation 
from his own point of view and inter- 
prets it according to his own feelings, 
prejudice and past experience. 


"Rarely will he be able to walk 


straight up to the suspect and con- 
fidently identify him as the criminal, 
for even the criminal himself will not 
correspond exactly to the person the 
witness remembers. Whether or not 
the witness, decides to identify some- 
one depends not only on how closely 
that person resembles his memory of 
the criminal but also on how close he 
thinks the resemblance ought to bo 
before ho makes a positive identi- 
fication. 


"The situation itself may bias the 


witness towards making an identi- 
fication, since he knows that the po- 
lice have brought in someone they

3 more suspected encephalitis cases 


Three more suspected coses of en- 


cephalitis were reported at Northwest 
suburban hospitals Monday as public 
health officials said the epidemic is 
continuing to subside. 


A 40-year-old Wheeling woman, ad- 


mitted to Holy Family Hospital, Des 
Plaincs, Saturday, was listed in good 
condition with suspected encephalitis. 
A 45-year-old Des Plaines man and a 
50-year-old Highland Park woman are 
hospitalized at Lutheran General Hos- 
pital, Park Ridge, with symptoms of 
the disease. 


Dr. John B. Hall, director of the 


County Health Dept., predicted Mon- 
day that scattered cases of the mos- 


quito-carried disease will be reported 
until the first frost. 


Hall said the number of encephalitis 


cases in the north hall of the county 
have been light compared with the 
number hi the south part of the coun- 
ty. "We have had only one confirmed 
case up north, a Northbrook woman, 
and only one probable case in Morton 
Grove," Hall said. "The disease Just 
hasn't been moving up north. Why, I 
don't know." 


THE ILLINOIS Dept. of Public 


Health reported 24 new suspected, 
probable and confirmed cases of en- 
cephalitis Monday. Five new probable 
cases were reported hospitalized in 
south Cook County. Eight Cook County 


cases, all in southern suburbs, also 
were transferred from the suspected 
to the confirmed list 
Since the encephalitis epidemic start- 
ed last month, 65 confirmed cases, 77 
probable cases and 85 suspected cases 
have been reported in Illinois. Cook 
County has had 30 confirmed cases, 43 
probable cases and 45 suspect cases. 


Mary Huck, spokesman for the 


state, said all of these cases are per- 
sons who became ill two to three 
weeks ago. 


Hall cautioned people to continue to 


use insect repellent when going out- 
doors at night. "Use a mosquito repel- 
lent and enjoy yourself," he said.

I am 70 and have ostcoarlhrltli In 


an ankle. I've had two "break- 
through*" In the joint, for which my 
doctor hai prescribed aspirin and the 
la»t time Dutaiolldln. With this treat- 
ment It took about ilx week* until I 
could play golf, which Is my main 
hobby. 


I have two questions. Do you think 


playing golf may contribute to a re- 
currence? What happens to the joint 
when the Improvement comes after 
about a month? If It temporary? 


The most common mistake most 


people make with arthritis is not 
enough, too much, or the wrong kind 
of activity. It is Important to have 
movement through the full range of 
all joints regularly. 


Ostcoarthrltls Is a wear and tear 


process and too much of the wrong 
exercise Increases the wear. Most 
people with ostco-arthritis do bettor to 
have some mild exercise involving 
full movement and then to rest. 


I would suggest you can minimize 


your ankle damage by keeping your 
weight down and in between golf 
games get off your feet and rest your 
ankle. Minimize the work your ankle

must do. 


The pain of ostcoarthritis is relieved 


by resting the involved jont. If the hip 
Is involved bed rest will usually re- 
lieve the pain in a relatively short 
time. With severe cases It is better to 
be up for a short time each day, then 
back to bed — intersperse activity 
with rest during the day. 


If you play too much golf, walk too 


much, weigh too much and otherwise 
wear your ankle, it will contribute to 
a recurrence or progression of your 
problem. 


The improvement you notice with 


treatment Is usually because the irri- 
tation to the soft tissues from me- 
chanical Injury subsides. When drugs 
dimmish inflammation or the joint is 
rested so the soft tissues can heal, 
there Is improvement. If you return to 
abusing tho joint the symptoms will 
recur. Note this Is different from 
rheumatoid (Inflammatory) arthritis 


which can come and go sometimes in 
spite of both the doctor and the 
patient. 


My husband is on a low cholesterol 


diet. He likes bananas, and someone 
told us they are high in cholesterol. I 
have never heard that. Is it true? 


Completely false. Plants and plant 


products do not contain cholesterol. 
You only find cholesterol in animal 
products, meat, milk and eggs. 


Some vegetable products are high in 


fat which can cause the body to form 
increased amounts of fat. A good ex- 
ample here is coconut oil with is high 
in saturated fat and should be avoided 
by anyone on a low-fat, low-cholester- 
ol diet. 


Bananas are very low In fat con- 


tent. The only drawback they have Is 
that if you really go overboard and 
eat so many that you increase your 
calorie Intake, then the excess ca- 
lories in the diet can limit the success 
of a low-fat, low cholesterol diet.

work Is one thing. Doing your own at 
the lame time Is something else! 


Rosemary Murray, a registered 


nurse and mother of four, knows about 
such dilemmas first hand. She spent 
two years recently earning a bach- 
elor's degree In scientific studies at 
Barat College, Lake Forest, and now 
Is the staff nurse at Harper College. 


"Tho kids would see mo doing my 


homework, and dodde to do theirs. 
Sometimes I'd end up helping with 
theirs Instead of doing my own." 
Rosemary smiled and looked thought- 
ful. "But my role as a nurse had 
changed, and I felt I should update 
my knowledge." 


A hospital nurse first, Mrs. Murray 


trained at St. Elizabeth's Hospital In 
Chicago and worked there and at Chil- 
dren's Memorial before moving to 
Palatine six years ago. 


AT HARPER she's learned a school 


nurse docs more than dispense aspirin 
and bondages. "We do more for tho 
mind than tho body," she sold. 


Mrs. Murray's added education 


makes her feel more capable In this 
new role. She guides and counsels 
Harp»r students, staff and faculty In 
health care. She talks to more than SO 


persons dally, and sometimes lectures 
on such topics as first aid, birth con- 
trol, resuscitation and good grooming. 
Other duties range from assisting the 
college physician to advising walk-In 
and telephone patients. 


Most inquiries deal with sexuality, 


she said. Requests for birth control 
and venereal disease information and 
for help with problem pregnancies top 
the list. 


"Often students just need someone to 


talk to, knowing such conversations 
ore confidential. It's our job to listen, 
to try to understand and not be judg- 
mental," Rosemary explained Har- 
per's Health Services policy. 


THE COLLEGE health services 


provide free testing Including tests for 
pregnancies, vcncral. disease diag- 
nosis and treatment, throat cultures, 
and skin tests for tuberculosis. And 
the door Is open for those seeking oth- 
er health aid — from allergy In- 
jections to help with Insurance claims, 
disturbed sleep and many others. 
Anyone needing additional health care 
or counseling is referred to the proper 
agency or private physician. 


Rosemary has some good news 


about Harper students and the state 
of their health. "Today's students are 
very conscious of good health care. 


They take advantage of health ser- 
vices, seminars on drug education, and 
venereal disease, and of the spring 
Health Fair," she cited. 


About 40 health-related 
agencies 


participate in the annual fair, setting 
up their exhibits at the student center. 
These Include heart, hearing and vi- 
sion testing at no charge to the com- 
munity. "We especially welcome se- 
nior citizens to make use of this test- 
ing," Rosemary said. 


MRS. MURRAY'S goal for Health

This furry llttlo fellow is about as 


big as your little finger — and ho tries 
very hard to keep out of sight. But 
like all of nature's small children, ho 
has important work to do in the 
world. He rids the soil of pesky grubs 
and bugs that prey on the roots of 
plants. So oven the smallest mammal 
bos on Important role In ecology. 


You might mistake the smallest 


mammal for a teenage mouse, though 
ho Is not related to the mousy rodents. 
Ho Is n shrew, and his family tree 
goes way back to the days of the dlr» 
snurs. When cornered, ho is a scrappy 
llttlo character. Tho rows of sharp 
teeth In his long snout arc always ea- 
ger to bite a finger. Tho bite may be 
poisonous, which mokes him unpopu- 
lar. 


The mouse-looking shrew has musk 


glands that give off on unpleasant 
odor. Apparently his odor also gives

him an unpleasant flavor. Cats and 
other mouscrs refuse to eat a shrew, 
though they hunt and catch him. No 
doubt his horrible smell has helped 
him to survive through the ages. 


There ore 170 shrew species and, 


opart from Australasia and the polar 
regions, they are at home almost ev- 
erywhere. There are white-toothed 
and red-toothed species. The largest 
types are bigger than mice. The smal- 
lest is the pygma shrew; he is about 2 
Inches long, with a 1-inch tail, and 
wieghs no more than a dime. Ho is 
the smallest of all the mammals. 


Like other shrews, he lives a rather 


solitary life — though there may be 
thousands of his klnfolk in a meadow. 
In the animal world, energy is related 
to the area of body surface. Smaller 
animals have a relatively large sur- 
face, so they need more food to keep 
going. Tho small shrew is so famished 
that he cannot live through the night 
without a meal. 


He solves this problem by dividing 


day and night into three-hour periods 
for resting and eating. He will eat al- 
most anything, Including seeds and 


meat. But his favorite menu consists 
of grubs and bugs. 


The female shrew builds a ball- 


shape nest of leaves and grasses and 
usually bears two litters during the 
summer. The four to 10 babes are 
blind and helpless, and each one 
weighs about half a gram. Being 
mammals, they feed on mother's 
milk. In less than a month they are 
ready to leave home. The nervous, 
famished shrews become old and 
worn out after only about 15 months.

When Dorothy Parker in 1927 wrote, 


"Men seldom mnko passes at' girls who 
wear glowon," she summed up well tho

BEFORE THAT time, manufacturers' 


presented few styles from which to choose.

Shapes wore 
generally small and round, about tho size 
of tho eyo area. 


Tho upswept look featuring rhincstones* 


first developed in Paris but quickly caught 
on in this country. Women wore them on 
special occasions, trading off with pas- 
tel-colored frames for day. Soon fashion 
magazines began advising women on tho 
correct shades of glasses for their individ- 
ual hair colors and skin tones. 


Tho 1960s brought in a variety of new 


frame shapes including square and ovals. 
Glamour magazines continued to offer ad- 
vice. It became chic to coordinate tho 
shape of frame with tho shape of one's 
face. 


YET NOT until tho '70s arrived did 


eyeglasses play such an influence in fash- 
Ion. And because they have, there are 
more styles and frames from which to 
choose than ever before.

Psychologists have found that men who

They are usually more 
introspective, deliberate and more attrac- 
tive to their own inner existence than to 
outside distractions. 


Men who like bright reds and oranges 


tend to be vibrant and impulsive. Psy- 
chologists refer to such individuals as hav- 
ing color-dominant personalities.

plementation exists. Stimulation to the eye 
by color affects the automatic nervous-sys- 
tem — heart, lungs, etc. 


It is a proven fact that vivid colors such 


as red tend to prod this stimulation and 
lead to a rise in pulse rate, blood pressure 
and muscle tenseness. 


Conversely, cool colors tend to release

*THAT'S WHAT color means, but how 


to use it effectively is another matter. 


In most cases this fallt men's clothing

When shopping, it is wise to make a list

If a suit is a solid color, complementing

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Women make inroads 
toward legal equality 


Despite the failure of the EqunI Rights 


Amendment to be ratified HO far, women 
have been making »omo inroad* toward 
legal and social equality on both the stale 
and 
federal levels. But 
much 
dig* 


Crimination persists. 


In the Illinois legislature some 80 bills 


were Introduced in the last scsiiion that 
would eliminate sex discrimination in Illi- 
nois laws. A handful of these bills were 
paiMcl and await the governor's signature. 
The rest will be introduced again in the 
upcoming noiwion. 


Among these Is a measure to end sex 


discrimination In the granting of credit. A 
•tudy by the Commission on the Status of 
Women found that: 


• MORE THAN ono-third of the 


state's lenders surveyed do not take into 
account the income of married women 
when granting loans to married couples. 


• Forty per cent take into account 


whether a woman is In childbcaring ycnrs 
In evaluating n credit application, and 7 
per cent ask what kind of contraception 
•ho uses. 


• Twenty per cent do not grant credit 


to a womnn in her own name, even when 
•ho Is the Hole breadwinner in the family. 


All three of these practices had alrontly 


been outlawed at the federal level by the 
Equal Credit Protection Act of 19G8. That 
makes it unlawful for any creditor to dis- 
criminate agnintt any applicant on the 
basis of sex nr marital status, 


CREDITORS arc specifically forbidden 


to ask about a woman's contraceptive, and 
are forbidden to inquire about mnrital 
status unli-is it in to ascertain the credit- 
or's rightH and remedies. 


On the Untie of equal pay for equal 


work, surveys indicate that while a broad 
spectrum of society agrees that this is a 
right, in practice women are still paid sig- 
nificantly ISM than men for the same work 
in a wide range of jobs, both professional 
and non-professional. 


The 1970 census showed that working 


women with a high school education 
earned a median income of $5,000 In.1069, 
only 66 per cent of the median earned by 
men of equivalent age and education. 
Women with four years of college earned 
$7,200, or 55 per cent of the $13,100 
earned by their male counterparts. 


One of the bills passed In the Illinois 


legislature this year would give the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission tho 
authority to initiate discrimination cases 
against private companies that show such 
patterns, instead of having to wait for. a 
woman to bring suit against her employer. 


WOMEN HAVE increasingly seized on 


other legal rights, such as keeping their 
own name after marriage and entering the 
professions of their choice. 


For example, last year's enrollment in 


medical schools increased to 22 per cent 
women. However, tho number of women in 
the medical profession in the U.S. still lags 
far behind some other countries. Only 8.2 
per cent of tho physicians in the U.S. are 
women, while 70 per cent of physicians in 
tho Soviet Union are women, 60 per cent 
In Poland, and 43 per cent in the Philip- 
pines. 


Still, women in this country and others 


who have become physicians say they are 
blocked by social traditions and attitudes 
from going into specialties other than pe- 
diatrics, obstetrics, and internal medicine, 
and from moving up into- administrative 
positions in hospitals and clinics.

Board Prcs. Judith Zanca Monday 


said the board docs not plan on "re- 
taliatory action" K the referendum is 
not approved. Tho board Is asking (or 
a 25 cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation education tax rate increase. 


Mrs. Zanca referred to the 1971 ref- 


erendum defeat when the district 
closed schools to after-school activi- 
ties such as park district and other 
community affairs. She said such ac- 
tions will not result If the referendum 
falls and that the current education 
programs will be maintained. 


Tho district is asking for the tax 


rate Increase to raise its tax level to 
the $1.03 level required by the state to 
receive maximum state aid. Tho in- 
crease will raise the district above the 
$1.05 level but will be within the limit 
set by the state. 


MRS. ZANCA SAID the district Is 


going for a 25-ccnt increase to keep 
the education programs at their cur- 
rent level and to begin "erasing the 
debts" in the district. 


"We're not threatening the people. 


We're not saying if they don't pass it 
(the referendum) the programs will 
be cut," said Supt. Roger Bardwcll. 
"I recommend that wo do at least 
maintain the education standards. 
There arc all kinds of ways you can 
raise taxes without a referendum." 


"We've solved this year's problems 


with the teachers' orders," Bardwcll 
said. The district is paying teachers 
with $1.5 million worth of teachers' 
orders, a type of promissory note, 
through November. The orders will be 
paid back through the sale of bonds 
which will result in a tax rate in- 
crease to residents in the bond and 
interest fund. 


MRS. ZANCA said the district 


might consider closing some schools 
in the future because of declining en- 
rollment. Two schools which might be 
closed, she said, arc Grant Wood and 
Hopkins schools, both in Elk Grove 
Village. She said Grant Wood also 
might be made into a sixth grade an- 
nex to Grove Junior High School to 
help that school's overcrowding prob- 
lem. 


Other methods to cope with the dis- 


trict's rising expenses include using 
second-year tax anticipation warrants 
or dissolving the working cash fund, 
said Bardwcll. All three options he 
said are not economical because the 
district would have to pay interest on 
the borrowed funds. 


The board cut about $480,000 from 


this year's tentative budget. The 
adopted $15.5 million budget reflects a 
2.2 per cent incrcaso over last year's 
budget. The district expects a $1.7 
million deficit in the education and 
building funds this year, with deficit 
spending continuing next year if tho 
referendum fails. 


Centel, union resume talks 
as 11-iveek strike continues 


Central Telephone Co. officials and 


striking union employes resumed ne- 
gotiations Monday, but no settlement 
was reached In the 11-ucck-old strike. 
Tho two sides will meet again Thurs- 
day. 


Martin Brown, a company spokes- 


man, said Central Telephone sub- 
mitted a counter proposal to the union 
Monday covering all unresolved is- 
sues In tho strike. He declined to say 
whether there was any progress. 


Officials of tho International Broth- 


erhood of Electrical Workers, Local 
338, the union representing the 000 
striking employes, could not be 
reached for comment on the com- 
pany's latest contract offer. 


CONTRACT TALKS have been 


stalled because of disagreement over 
several proposed changes in work 
rules and company policies. Some 30 
Issues, Including pay raises and fringe 
benefits, remain unresolved. 


Tho union and company arc sched- 


uled to return to the bargaining table 
at 10 a.m. Thursday at the O'Haro 
Hilton Hotel. Tho meeting was called 
by federal mediator Sherman Wnra- 


Meanwhile, a court order limiting 


the number of pickets at Central Tele- 
phone Company facilities remains in 
effect. The restraining order was is- 
sued several weeks ago by Circuit 
Court Judge Samuel B. Epstein who 
at the time called for both sides to 
refrain from violence. 


Since tho strike began, there have 


been numerous acts of vandalism to 
company property and a number of 
confrontations between company em- 
ployes and strikers at the picket lines. 


EPSTEIN WILL conduct a hearing 


Friday into charges made by the com- 
pany that the union has violated the 
restraining order and has been in- 
volved in numerous incidents of van- 
dalism to telephone company proper- 
ty. Union officials have denied repeat- 
edly that union members have had 
any part In the vandalism.

146 petition against change 
City to review insurance switch

The Des Plaines City Council Mon- 


day night voted to reconsider its deci- 
sion to switch city employe health.in- 
surance after 146 city employes sub- 
mitted petitions protesting the action. 


Aldermen voted two weeks ago to 


switch from Blue Cross-Blue Shield to 
Confederation Life Insurance Co., To- 
ronto, Canada, after it was recom- 
mended by the council's finance com- 
mittee. 


City employes in one set of petitions 


charged the city with "a breach of 
trust," saying the city in past years 
assured employes that health insur- 
a n c c companies would not be 
changed. 


In another set of petitions, the offi- 


cers' committee on wage and benefits 
for the fire department said city offi- 
cials should have consulted them be- 
fore making the change. They also 
said there were too many unanswered 
questions on how the change would af- 
fect employe coverage and asked that 


the matter be given f-rrthcr study. 


THOSE SIGNING the petitions rep- 


resent 
more than one-third of the 


city's employes. 


After being informed of the employ- 


es' opposition to the change, aldermen 
voted unanimously to reconsider the 
matter. 


Aid. Charles Bolck, 3rd, chairman 


of the finance committee, although 
voting to reconsider, said he sees no 
reason to reverse the decision. "The 
finance committee found the benefits 
of Federation Life to be much superi- 
or to the coverage we now have under 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield," he said. 


Besides better coverage, Bolek said, 


Federation Life would save the city 
$54,000 to $55,000 per year in pre- 
miums. The aldermen said that since 
the city pays the premiums, changing 
companies is "a management pre- 
rogative." 


ALD. GEORGE MEYER, 7th, said 


that while Confederation Life appar- 
ently provides better coverage for less 
money, he feels the city should show 
"good faith" and abide by the em- 
ployes' request to reconsider the mat- 
ter. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo, 6th, and Robert 


Kraves, 6th agreed, saying reconsid- 


eration of the action would not create 
any problems. 


"I believe the Confederation Life 


plan is better, but I think the employ- 
es should have a chance to look at it," 
Sarlo said. 


Kraves added, "I see no reason why 


\\e can't delay this thing a couple of 
weeks. I know that happy employes 
are more productive employes." 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel said he 


will hold a staff meeting at 9 a.m. 
today to discuss the new health insur- 
ance plan with city employes. A pub- 
lic hearing will be conducted Sept. 25 
on the matter. 
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River Trails Dist. 26 Board of Edu- 


cation members will meet tonight to 
discuss district enrollment which may 
be down more than 100 pupils from 
projections made earlier this year. 


The drop in enrollment could cost 


the already deficit-ridden'district an- 
other $126,000 in state aid, based on 
the maximum state aid per pupil, 
$1,260. That loss in state aid payments 
would show up next year, because 
state aid is currently based on aver- 
age dally attendance figures for the 
previous year. 


Ralph Bcaudoin, Dist. 26 business 


manager, would not reveal the dis- 
trict's specific 
enrollment before 


tonight's meeting. Bcnudoin pre- 
viously estimated the 100-pupil loss 
from attendance during the first days 
of this school year. 


Board members also ore expected 


to discuss a proposed multi-famllydc- 
velopment behind the Mount Prospect 
Plaza which could provide additional 
pupils for the district. 


ALTHOUGH SUPT. John Fridlund 


had not completed estimates on the 
number of possible pupils from the 
development, the pupils would go to 
Bond School and River Trails Junior 
High School. The one-, two- and three- 
bedroom dwellings arc being devel- 
oped by Callero & Catlno Realty Inc. 


The planned development is now be- 


fore the Mount Prospect Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 


A public discussion of the district's 


goals for 1975-76 also is slated for 
tonight. Fridlund presented a set of 


recommended goals to the board in 
July, and they responded with com- 
ments in August.

Women to iron while strike is hot?

The National Organization for Wom- 


en apparently will have a hard time 
convincing Northwest suburban wom- 
en to go on strike Oct. 29. 


Reactions Monday to NOW's call for 


a general strike of all women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on the part of an Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to a comment from a fem- 
inist that tho strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has called for women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of tho strike to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of women In tho nation. The 
strike is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Here Any More." 
Some feminists have said tho film 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 
, SPECIFICALY, NOW is calling on 
working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or 
transportation. 


Women who cannot leave work arc 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some women who ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from-the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know if I will be 
on strike," she said. "My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business." 


Sharon Sharp, Elk Grove Township 


Republican committccwoman, said she 
opposes the strike. "I don't believe in 
striking," she said. "I don't think 
teachers or policemen or firemen 
should strike, and I think women are 
pretty much the same." 


OTHERS WERE even stronger in 


their opposition to a strike. Irene 
Kriegar, an officer on the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept., said she would 
"absolutely not" take part. She said, 
"I don't sympathize with them (NOW) 
and I don't like what they're doing." 


Julie Sass of Elk Grovo Village, a 


delegate to the Democratic Party's 
Kansas City mid-term convention and 
as a delegate to the National Women's 
Political Caucus, said, "I understand 
and sympathize with the idea behind 
the strike, because I think we need 
good visual lessons about our impor- 
tance, but it seems to me there are 
women for whom this is a real im- 
possibility." 


Ms. Sass, who works for the North- 


west Suburban Housing Coalition, 
said, "I would wear an armband in 
support and urge everyone I know to 
wear one, but a strike is a luxury 
many of us cannot afford.*'

code violations, tins been given one 
week to begin correcting the prob- 
lems. 


The action came Monday night after 


a lengthy discussion by trustees at the 
village board meeting on a request by 
tho owner, Richard Cnlfn, (or a 00-day 
extension to correct the violations. 
Calfo was notified of the violations 
Friday after Village Mgr. George 
Passolt ordered building director Wal- 
ter Dcpholz to Issue the notification. 


Rcpholz made an Inspection of the 


building in July and found numerous 
violations. Including lack of handrails, 
the Illegal sharing of a stairwell be- 
tween the attic and main offices sec- 
tlor. and the lack of a second exit in 
tho attic. 


The office also was cited (or violat- 


ing the National Building Code for 
being a frame structure within the vil- 
Inge fire limits. Repholz said this vio- 
lation, unlike the others, Is not easily 
correctable. 


PASSOLT SAID the only way to 


correct this problem is to grant the 
building a variation from the fire-lim- 
its ordinance. 


The board vetoed Calfa's request 


(or a 90-day extension because several 
trustees asked that a meeting between 
Calfa, the board and the building de- 
partment be held to discuss the mat- 
ter. 


Village Atty. John Burke also ad- 


vised against a so-duy extension be- 
cause ho said a shorter period would 
give the village more control over the 
matter.

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The MSD needs the property as part 


of a flood-control program, but by 
law, the sanitary district cannot pur- 
chase land outside of the district. As a 
result, UKS district must work with an 
outside agency. 


Attorneys (or the MSD are pre- 


paring an escrow agreement to handle 
funds for the transaction. An agree- 
ment In principle already has been 
reached, Bell said.

The proposed system would create 


five new Lake County bikeways by 
1980 designed to encourage bicycle 
transportation both for recreation and 
to work. 


RECREATIONAL B1KEWAY possi- 


bilities include a path along the DCS 
Plaines River from the Cook County 
lira to Wisconsin and a path along a 
proposed nature trail linking the Des 
Plaines River with Barrington and the 


Chain-0-Lakcs.

If the study is approved by the may- 


ors, the initial program could be fun- 
ded up to 70 per cent by the federal 
government. 


Increases in home-to-work travel in 


Vernon Township during the last five 
years indicates other possible uses for 
bike paths. 


Trips from Vernon Township to 


Deerfield Township in 1970 ranked 
10th in the county, with 3,500 trips 
each day. Large increases in the num- 
ber of daily trips to and from work are 
predicated for the next 20 years.

The National Organization for Wom- 


en apparently will have a herd time 
convincing Northwest suburban wom- 
en to go on strike Oct. 29. 


Reactions Monday to NOW's call for 


a general strike of all women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on (he part of an Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to n comment from a fem- 
inist that the strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has called (or women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of the strike to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of women In the nation. The 
strike is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Here Any More." 
Some feminists have said the dim 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 


SPECIFICALY. NOW is calling on 


working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or transportation. 
Women who cannot leave work are 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some women who" ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schnumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know if I will be 
on strike," she said. "My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business." 


Sharon Sharp, Elk Grove Township 


Republican committcowoman, said she 
opposes the strike. "I don't believe in 
striking," she said. "I don't think 
teachers or policemen or (iremen 
should strike, and I think women arc 
pretty much the some." 


OTHERS WERE even stronger in 


their opposition to a strike. Irene 
Krlegar, an officer on the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept., said she would 
"absolutely not" take part. She said,

Lake County Forest Preserve District 
to acquire 142 acres near Buffalo 
Grove. 


The land is to be used as a retention 


area and picnic sit?, said George Bell, 
president of the forest preserve dis- 
trict. 


Under the agreement, the MSD 


would provide money for the purchase 
of the land and complete engineering 
work. The forest preserve district 
would hold title to the land and man- 
age the property. 


THE LAND IS west of Arlington 


Heights road, north of the Lake-Cook 
county line, south of Checker Road 
and cast of Schaffcr Road. 


The MSD plans to construct a dam 


on the land to hold stormwntor from 
the two branches of Buffalo Creek. 


The MSD needs the property as part 


of a flood-control program, but by 
law, the sanitary district cannot pur- 
chase land outside of the district. As a 
result, the district must work with an 
outside agency. 


Attorneys for the MSD ore pre- 


paring an escrow agreement to handle 
funds for the transaction. An agree- 
ment in principle already has been 
reached. Bell said. 


AFTEIl THE escrow agreement is 


reached, an appraiser will be as- 
signed to evaluate the property. Nego- 
tiations for purchase can begin then. 


The land definitely will have recrea- 


tional value. Bell said. 


Depending on the engineering of the 


retention area, there could bo fishing 
in the pond, and tho forest preserve 
district might bo interested In acquir- 
ing morn land adjacent to the pond, 
Bell said.

$61,290 insurance pact OKd by village 


Buffalo Grove Village Trustees 


Monday night approved a $61,290 in- 
surance renewal package, a 41 per 
cent Increase over lost year. 


Warren G. Van Der Voort Jr., rep- 


resenting Arthur J. Gallagher & Co., 
said the Increase, amounting to 
$17,707, is the cost of workmen's com- 
pensation revisions, an increase in the 
umbrella coverage and a rate adjust- 
ment completed by the stale. 


Van Der Voort said the premium 


level also is under the coverage of 
premiums charged to other villages of 
similar size. The insurance will cover 
property, boiler and machinery, blan- 
ket coverage for employes, com- 
prehensive crime, equipment, a treas- 
urer's bond, general liability, auto, 
workmen's compensation and um- 
brella coverage categories. 


Trustees also approved an appro-

RECREATIONAL BIKEWAY possi- 


bilities include a path along the DCS 
Plaines River from the Cook County 
line to Wisconsin and a path along a 
proposed nature trail linking the DCS 
Plaines River with Harrington and the 


Chain-0-Lakes. 


If the study is approved by the may- 


ors, the initial program could be fun- 
ded up to 70 per cent by the federal 
government. 


Increases in home-to-work travel hi 


Vernon Township during the last five 
years indicates .other possible uses for 
bike paths. 


Trips from Vernon Township to 


Deerfield Township in 1970 ranked 
10th in the county, with 3,500 trips 
each day. Large increases in the num- 
ber of daily trips to and from work are 
predicated for the next 20 years. 


Women to iron while strike is hot?

The National Organization for Wom- 


en apparently will have a hard time 
convincing Northwest suburban wom- 
en to go on strike Oct. 29. 


Reactions Monday to NOW's call for 


a general strike of all women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on the part cf an Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to a comment from a fem- 
inist that the strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has called for women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of the strike to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of women in the nation. The 
strike is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Here Any' More." 
Some feminists have said the film 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 


SPEC1FICALY. NOW is calling on 


' working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or transportation. 
Women who cannot leave wor): arc 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some women who ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schnumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know if I will be 
on strike," she said. "My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business." 


Sharon Sharp, Elk Grove Township 


Republican committecwoman, said she 
opposes the strike. "I don't believe in 
striking," she said. "I don't think 
teachers or policemen or firemen 
should strike, and I think women arc 
pretty much the same." 


OTHERS WERE even stronger in 


their opposition to a .strike. Irene 
Kriugor, an officer on the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept., said she would 
"absolutely not" take part. She said, 
"I don't sympathize with them (NOW) 
and I don't like what they're doing." 


Julie Sass of Elk Grove Village, a 


delegate to the Democratic Party's 
Kansas City mid-term convention and 
as a delegate to the National Women's 
Political Caucus, said, "I understand 
and sympathize with the idea behind 
the strike, because I think we need 
goad visual lessons about our impor- 
tance, but it seems to me. there are 
women for whom this is a real im- 
possibility." 


Ms. Sass, who works for the North- 


west Suburban Housing Coalition, 
said, "I would w-sar an armband in 
support and urge everyone I know to 
wear one, but a strike is a luxury 
many of us cannot afford.'

Dlst, 89 will not bo threatened with 
massive program cuts If the Sept. 27 
tax rate referendum falls. 


Board Pros. Judith Zanca Monday 


said the board docs not plan on "re- 
taliatory action" K tho referendum Is 
not approved. Tho board Is asking for 
a 23 cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation education tax rate Increase. 


Mrs. Zanca referred to tho 1071 ref- 


erendum defeat when tho district 


closed schools to after-school activi- 
ties such as park district and other 
community affairs. She said such ac- 
tions will not result If the referendum 
falls and that tho current education 
programs will bo maintained. 


Tho district is asking for the tax 


rate Increase to raise Its tax level to 
the $1.05 level required by the state to 
receive maximum state aid. The in- 
crease will rolso tho district above the 
$1.95 level but will bo within the limit 
set by tho state. 


MRS. ZANCA SAID tho district is 


going for a 25-cent increase to keep 
the education programs at their cur- 
rent level and to begin "erasing the 
debts" in the district. 


"We're not threatening tho people. 


We're not saying if they uon't pass it 
(the referendum) the programs will 
be cut," said Supt. Roger Bardwell. 
"I recommend that we do at least 
maintain the education standards. 
There are all kinds of ways you can 


raise taxes without a referendum." 


"We've solved this year's problems 


with the teachers' orders," Bardwell 
said. The district is paying teachers 
with $1.5 million worth of teachers' 
orders, a type of promissory note, 
through November. The orders will be 
paid back through the sale of bonds 
which will result in a tax rate in- 
crease to residents in the bond and 
interest fund. 


MRS. ZANCA said the district 


might consider closing some schools 


In the future because of declining en- 
rollment. Two schools which might be 
closed, she said, are Grant Wood and 
Hopkins schools, both in Elk Grove 
Village. She said Grant Wood also 
might be made Into a sixth grade an- 
nex to Grove Junior High School to 
help that school's overcrowding prob- 
lem. 


Other methods to cope with the dis- 


trict's rising expenses include using 
second-year tax anticipation warrants 
or dissolving the working cash fund, 


said Bardwell. All three options he 
said are not economical because the 
district would have to pay interest on 
the borrowed funds. 


The board cut about $480,000 from 


this year's tentative budget. The 
adopted $15.5 million budget reflects a 
2.2 per cent increase over last year's 
budget. The district expects a $1.7 
million deficit in tha education and 
building funds this year, with deficit 
spending continuing next year if the 
referendum fails.

bo adhered to," said Shirley Garrison, 
hospital public relations director. 


SHE SAID FINANCIAL nnd bond 


feasibility studies will not be com- 
pleted in time to start the sale Oct. 1. 


"It will bo another two months be- 


fore any definite decisions arc made," 
she said. 


Village trustees last May tentatively 


agreed to allow tho hospital to use the 
village's name In selling low-interest, 
tax-exempt bonds. 


A preliminary report last spring by 


Ernst and Ernst said the bond issue 
would bo feasible If tax-exempt bonds 
wero used, innovation construction 
does not exceed $4,000 and at least 60 
per cent of tho physicians' offices in 
the new Alexlnn Brothers Medical 
Plaza arc leased.

tence. 


THE VILLAGE released final sta- 


tistics this week which show riders 
paid $9,235.75 In fares, with the village 
subsidizing 83.8 per cent or the re- 
mainder of tho $57,084.54 total cost for 
the service. 


When the board voted not to renew 


tho service In late August, its mem- 
bers cited a lack of support of the sys- 
tem as the primary reason. 


A total of 20,559 rides were supplied 


by tho leased bus and driver. Approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the riders were 
"occasional trippers," with the re- 
maining customers "repeaters" who 
used tho bus daily or several times a 
day. 


Trustee Nancl Vanderwecl, chair- 


man of the transportation committee 
and a prime promoter of the service, 
said she is sorry to see it end. 


"Although I am not blind to the 


costs of the program, I believe it pro- 
vided a very necessary and appre- 
ciated service to those In this commu- 
nity who could not afford other means 
of transportation or who simply pre- 
ferred bus service to other trans- 
portation means," sho said. 


Mrs. Vanderwecl said she has re- 


ceived many requests, mostly from 
senior citizens, to find some way to 
reactivate tho bus service. 


"I DON'T HAVE much hope for it, 


since It's a small group of approxi- 
mately 70 who arc interested in the 
bus service," Mrs. Vanderwecl said. 


Mrs. Vanderwecl said sho may ask 


members of the transportation com- 
mittee to again review the merits of 
subsidizing taxi service for senior citi- 
zens. 


"We havo reviewed that possibility 


when wo were discussing creating a 
village bus service, but dropped it be- 
cause It would serve only seniors," 
sho added. 


A local cab service reported an av-

"It will be a challenging course," 


GUI said. "Anyone'i'ho starts playing 
here will have to'leern to hit the ball 
straight." A lack of trees on the site, 
formerly part of the Arlington Heights 
Nike Base, will be compensated for 
with the water and sand traps, he 
said.

Heights Park District hopes to ac- 
quire more land from the Army to de- 
velop a full Id-hole golf course at the 
site. 


The plan Is called an "executive- 


type golf course," because the total 
yardage is slightly smaller than for a 
tournament course, GUI said. 


Gill and Arlington Heights' flood- 


c o n t r o l engineers, Stanley Con- 
sultants, compromised on a plan to use 
the golf course for stornuvatcr flood 
contiol.

If 
those plans arc approved and financ- 
ing agreed to, grading work would 


start next spring. 


Once the course is constructed, it 


still takes two growing seasons to es- 
tablish the greens and fairways, Gill 
said. 


Officials spent time discussing the 


possibility of fencing the golf course 
or some of the ponds, but they gener- 
ally agreed that fences would not be 
necessary or desirable.

Women to iron while strike is hot?

The National Organization for Wom- 


en apparently will have a hard time 
convincing Northwest suburban wom- 
en to go on strike Oct. 29. 


Reactions Monday to NOW's call for 


a general strike of all women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on the part of an Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to a comment from a fem- 
inist that the strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has called for women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of the strike to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of women in the nation. The 
strike is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Hero Any More." 
Some feminists have, said the film 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 


SPECIFICALY. NOW Is calling on 


working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or 
transportation. 


Women who cannot leave work are 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some women who ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said'she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention In Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know if I will be- 
on strike," she said. "My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business." 


Sharon Sharp, Elk Grove Township 


Republican committccwoman, said she 
opposes the strike. "I don't believe in 
striking,-!' she said. "I don't think 
teuch'ers or policemen or firemen' 
should strike, and I think women are 
pretty much the same." 


OTHERS WERE even stronger in 


their opposition to a strike. Irene 
Kriegar, an officer on the Arlington 
Heights Police Dept., said she would 
"absolutely not" take part. She said, 
"I don't sympathize with them (NOW) 
and I don't like what they're doing." 


Julie Sass of Elk Grove Village, a 


delegate to the Democratic Party's 
Kansas City mid-term convention and 
as a delegate to the National Women's 
Political Caucus, said, "I understand 
and sympathize with tlie idea behind 
the strike, because I think we need 
good visual lessons about our impor- 
tance, but it seems to me there are 
women for whom this is a real im- 
possibility." 


Ms. Sass, who works for the North- 


west Suburban Housing Coalition, 
said, "I would wear an armband in 
support and urge everyone I know to 
wear one, but a strike is a luxury 
many of us cannot afford.' 


State Rep. Virginia Macdonald,

Inverness Village Pres. Russell V. 


Puzey says the "sizable" tax Increase 
needed in the rural fire district con- 
cerns him and that he and the In- 
verness Village Board plan to work 
closely with the rural fire commis- 
sioners to determine how much the 
increase should be. 


Residents of the rural district and 


the Village of Inverness are expected 
to pay considerably more for fire ser- 
vice from the Palatine Fire Dept. be- 
cause of passage of a tax rate In- 
crease referendum last Tuesday. 


The rural district must pay about 40 


per cent of the cost of fire service 
from the Palatine Dept. Passage of 
the referendum means a 21 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation increase for 
residents of the village and will mean 
a corresponding increase for rural 
area residents, Palatine officials have 
said. 


THE ADDITIONAL revenue will 


pay for 26 more full-time firemen. 


Palatine ofifdals earlier said the 


rural district's current 14-cent tax 
rate could Increase to 51 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation to pay for fire 
and paramedic services based on the 
tax increase. 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. 


Jones said the rural district, which in- 
cludes unincorporated township areas 
and the Village of Inverness, will be 
expected to pay Its portion of the fire 
department's total operating costs if 
the present one-year fire protection 
agreement between the village and 
district continues. 


"We don't know what portion of the 


additional costs for the new firemen 
the people in the rural district are go- 
Ing to be obligated to pay for. We in- 
tend to work with the rural fire com- 
missioners on this problem and help 
them figure this out," Puzey said. 


Harold Bergman, rural fire district 


commissioner, said the rural board 
will not be required to make any deci- 
sions until after the pending annexa- 
tion of five unincorporated subdivi- 
sions into Palatine is finalized. 


RESIDENTS OF the five subdivi- 


sions north of the village are partici- 
pating in a petition drive to decide the 
annexation question. They would no 
longer be obligated to the rural fire 
district and would pay the village's 
fire tax rate if they annex into Pala- 
tine. 
The annexation would lower the rural 
fire district's assessed valuation and 
decrease its monetary obligation to 
the village fire department, Bergman 
said. 


Puzey said, "I'm concerned about 


Inverness being the only thing left In 
the rural fire district after all of the 
unincorporated areas get annexed into 
the different villages. Then Inverness 
residents will be left to pay the rural 
fire district's tax rate for fire services 
by themselves, and that worries me." 


Puzey said the Inverness Village 


Board will need to consider the op- 
tions open to its residents, which In- 
cludes contracting for fire services 
from nearby villages.' 


BERGMAN SAID the rural fire dis- 


trict board has other options of han- 
dling increased fire service costs. 


The "easiest" and "most likely" 


possibility would be to conduct a ref- 
erendum early next year on increas- 
ing the rural district's present tax 
rate, possibly beyond its 30 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation limit, to pay 
for the increased service, Bergman 
said. 


The rural district is paying $215,825 


to the village for the 1975-76 year and 
is expected to pay about $382,169 to 
the village for fire services the follow- 
ing year. 


Jones has said the rural district

Policewoman welcomes challenge

Before becoming Palatine's first 


woman police officer, Gail Koppelman 
knew something about what it's like 
to be a policeman. 


Mrs. Koppelman had spent time 


shagging stray animals as animal 
warden and typing reports as a secre- 
tary in the records division of the 
Crystal Lake Police Dept. 


And that was what lured her Into 


police work. "I like contact with the 
public. The work is interesting and a 
challenge," Mrs. Koppelman, 24, said. 


PATROLMAN Jack McGregor, her 


field-training officer, said public re- 
action to her is interesting. "People 
come back and do a double take. 
There's nothing negative. It's more 
one of surprise," he said, noting one 
youngster yelled, "Right on!" when 
seeing Mrs. Koppelman in uniform. 


The 5-foot-7 Mrs. Koppelman ap- 


plied to only one police department — 
Palatine. 


"I liked the things they had to offer 


to policemen," she noted. "They go In 
for a lot of training. I like Chief (Jer- 
ry) Bratcher, who is very progres- 
sive, and.they're very cooperative for 
furthering education, which Is fantas- 
tic." 


She was sworn in as police officer 


July 17 and has completed a six-week 
basic- training course at the police 
academy. Bratcher has said she will 
be treated no differently than any oth- 
er police officer in his department. 


PATROLMAN Koppelman said po- 


lice work is "completely different" 


than her experiences at the Crystal 
Lake department. She recalled one of 
her most humorous experiences as an- 
imal warden was chasing a wayward 
raccoon through an abandoned house 
for about two hours. 
, 


Only on the street for two weeks, 


she has been Involved in an in- 
vestigation of an abduction and auto 
theft arrests. 


McGregor said, "In the amount of 


time she has been on the street, it's 


something unusual to run into that 
many big cases." 


He added the field-training officer 


program gives new police officers the 
maximum exposure to the widest va- 
riety of experiences and makes "an 
effective street officer in a short 
time." 


MRS. KOPPELMAN said she has a 


lot to learn. Besides the law, police 
procedures and report writing, she 
has to learn the town. "When I first 
came to Palatine, all I knew was 


where the police station and the Bur- 
ger King were." 


She said she believes she can 


handle fight or disturbance calls. 


Patrolman Koppelman said her hus-

Women to iron while strike is hot?

The National Organization for Wom- 


en apparently will have a hard time 
convincing Northwest suburban wom- 
en to go on strike Oct. 29. 


Reactions Monday to NOW's call for 


a general strike of ail women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on the part of an Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to a comment from a fem- 
inist that the strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has called for women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of the strike to demonstrate the Im- 
portance of women in the nation. The 
strike Is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Here Any More." 
Some feminists have said the film 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 


SPECIFICALY. NOW is calling on 


working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or transportation. 
Women who cannot leave work are 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some women who ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know If I will be 
on strike," she sold. "My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business." 


Sharon Sharp, Elk Grove Township 


Republican committeewoman, said she 
opposes the strike. "I don't believe in 
striking," she said. "I don't think 
teachers or policemen or firemen 
should strike, and I think women are 
pretty much the some." 


OTHERS WERE even stronger in 


their opposition to a strike. Irene

Prospect. 


Monday, Board Pros. Peter Olesen 


appointed a committee of three board 
members to study the need for closing 
Sunset Park. The committee has 
scheduled its first meeting for next 
Monday to begin setting up guidelines 
for its work. 


work, who bought them from Jona- 
than Alan Co,, Woodmerc, N.Y., deal- 
ers in exotic plants. 


"A LOT OF OUR friends have been 


over to sec the bean, and everyone's 
been pretty impressed with it," said 
Weiler. "It's been quite a conversa- 
tion piece." 


The bean actually resembles a 


squash and is prepared the same way.

Sunset Park School and Lincoln Ju- 
nior High School.

Post office agrees to abide by codes

The U.S. Postal Service has agreed 


to install the type of fire suppression 
system Mount Prospect officials want 
in the new post office at Elmhurst 
Road and Central Avenue, ending a 
six-month dispute with the village. 


In a letter sent to Mount Prospect 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert, Assistant 
U.S. Atty. James McGurk said the 
postal service has agreed to meet the 
village's demands pertaining to build- 
ing codes. He said the federal agency 
w i l l 
install a sprinkler system 


throughout the building, and not just 
the partial system, which raised vil- 
lage objections. 


In return, the village will issue the 


post office a Metropolitan Sanitary 
District permit to hook up sewer and 
water lines, and will drop its suit 
pending against post office contractor 
Herbert Swanson. 


While the agreement will not be- 


come official until approved by the 
M o u n t 
Prospect 
Village Board 


tonight, Teichert said the dispute is 
over. 


"WE'RE 
VERY PLEASED 
that 


both sides have been able to work out 
an agreement," said Teichert. "The 
federal government has been coopera- 
tive, and we have a good agreement." 


The sudden turnabout in the post of- 


fice issue followed recent threats by 
the U.S. District Atty. Samuel Skinner 
to file suits against the village and 
individual trustees unless the entire 
matter was dropped. 


The village has been at odds with 


the federal government since the post- 
al service failed to apply for a Mount 
Prospect building permit when con- 
struction began in April. The village 
filed suit against Swanson to force the 
postal service to comply with local 
building codes. 


IN THE LETTER. McGurk said the 


U.S. Postal Service has agreed to: 


• Extend a six-inch water line be- 


yond the post office property down 
Elmhurst Road to Henry Street. 


• Install an automatic sprinkler 


system for the entire structure. 


• Increase the size of parking 


spaces. 


• Apply for water and sewer con- 


nection permits and pay the appli- 
cable fees. 


All points have been disputed at one 


time or another, but none more than 
the sprinkling system. 


Village officials have contended the 


partial system constitutes a threat to 
other Mount Prospect buildings, all of 
which are required to have a com- 
plete sprinkling system. 


The postal service has been reluc- 


tant to conform with local codes, con- 
tending it obeys federal building regu- 
lations only. 


"WE'VE DECIDED to comply with 


the requests in order to make prog- 
ress on the post office," said McGurk. 
"I believe we've resolved the problem 
to the benefit of both sides." 


McGurk said the postal service wish-

Reactions Monday to NOW'* call for 


a general strike of all women on that 
day ranged from outright opposition 
on the part of an Arlington Heights po- 
licewoman to a comment from a fem- 
inist that the strike is "luxury many 
of us cannot afford." 


NOW has culled for women not to 


work or spend any money on the day 
of the strike to demonstrate the im- 
portance of women In the nation. The 
strike Is being called "Alice Doesn't," 
a slogan derived from the movie 
"Alice Doesn't Live Here Any More." 
Some feminists have said, the film 


deals realistically with the life of a 
middle-aged woman. 


SPECIFICALY. NOW is calling on 


working women to stay off the job, 
housewives to stop work at home and 
all women to avoid shopping for gro- 
ceries, services or transportation. 
Women who cannot leave work are 
being asked to wear an armband to 
show their support for the strike and 
to organize activities and demonstra- 
tions on their lunch hours. 


Local reaction to the strike call var- 


ied Monday. Some svomen who ex- 
pressed sympathy said they were not 
sure how complete their participation 
would be. 


Sherry Reynolds, a member of the 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 Board 
of Education, said she expects to be 
driving home from the NOW national 


convention in Philadelphia on the day 
of the strike. "I don't know If I will be 
on strike," she said.'"My husband 
and I have a very equal relationship, 
would certainly cease to do any corpo- 
rate business."

Republican committccwoman, said she 
opposes the strike.
